In spite of the clear-headed statements 
of the Hon. C. D. Howe on the housing 
situation, that major problem still remains 
unsolved because the circumlocution of 
debt finance has yet to be surmounted.

There is no doubt that the food situa- 
tion in European countries is desperate. 
And there is no doubt, too, that Canada 
has an obligation in this regard, not only 
on the grounds of compassion, but as a 
means of preventing epidemics that might 
spread across the world. 

The health of no nation is Secure s0 
long as disease in any nation is encouraged 
by malnutrition. 

The explanation of the deputy minister, 
therefore, is satisfactory to Canadians and 
most of them will accept the rationing 
measures With good grace—although some 
may doubt the efficacy of a ration system 
which, when it was imposed the last time, 
increased rather than decreased Canada’s 
meat consumption. 

t is unfortunate, of course, that this 
announcement was delayed until doubt and 
resentment had arisen in all parts of the 
country. If the public had been taken fully 
into the confidence of the department six 
weeks or two months ago, this resentment 
need never have appeared.
